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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The indicated allowability of claims 1 0-1 1 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Ohsumi. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) 
follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 10-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ohsumi (6,816,214). 

4. Ohsumi discloses a side end face for introducing light to an interior, (1 3a) and 
an emitting face opposing an illuminated body for emitting said light introduced from the 
side end face and propagated in the interior (13G), said side end face and the emitting 
face being formed in directions crossing each other (fig 2), wherein plural projecting 
stripes for reflecting the propagating light within a light guide plate and emitting the 
propagating light to said emitting face side are formed on said emitting face (fig 1 , (c), 
Fig 1a) and each of said projecting stripes has a slanting face portion on an propagating 
light advancing direction side(fig 1a, slants between 13E and 13G, 13G and 13 EB, fig 
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4)); the illuminated device is arranged on the front face or the rear face of a liquid 
crystal panel (fig 2).
